Improvement Planned. 


The rebuilding 
of street* 
in 
the 
north end of town 
w ith the construe 
tion of a 12 foot park in the center of 
H roan way 
occupied considerable a t ­ 
tention at the bands of the town co u n ­ 
cil at an adjourned 
meeting held on 
Tuesday evening. 
It w ill lie reculled 
that .it the regular Ju ly meeting resi 
dents of that 
section a*keel extensive 
improvements and the highw ay 
onn 
mitten was given the m atter for inves­ 
tigation and report. 


Since the last 
m eeting of council 
M artin W inter has agreed to give and 
load on carts sufficient shale to grade 
Broadway from Carlisle to 
Mommas 
burg street; Carlisle street from L in ­ 
coln 
avenue to 
Broadway; 
Lincoln 
avenue from Carlisle street 
to Mum- 
ina-burg 
street; 
Washington 
street 
from Stevens street to Lincoln avenue; 
and M ummashurg street from Lincoln 
avenue to Broadway. 
Mr. W inter also 
agrees to lay out m d construct i-J w e h a 
foot gra** plot in the center of Broud 
way from Carlisle street to Miituma*- 
burg 
street at his own expense, 
the 
work to lie done und -r the super vision 
of a competent landscape gardner to tie 
employed by Mr W inter. 
This grass 
plot would tie beautified w i'h shrub- 
fiery plants bowers and soon and make 
the street decidedly the 
most uttrac 
ive in the town. 
The 
residents ami 
projM-rty 
owners on the streets have 
entered into an agreem ent to 
care for 
the * (lark"after it has once been put 
in shape. 
The necessary regulations 
have been adopted for future care and 
m aintenance 


Mr. W inter makes the above offer 
on several conditions, one of which is 
that the liorough 
cover the l*alance of 
Broadway, on either side of this g rass 
plot for a distance of sixteen feet, with 
shale furnished by 
Mr. 
W inter, 
as 
above noted, 
this shale on Broadway 
to lie covered by the 
borough at its 
own exjiense 
w ith crushed stone to a 
depth of four inches 
and this crushed 
stone to he covered w ith limestone and 
all to lie thoroughly roiled. 
Another 
condition of Mr. Winter carrying out 
his oiler is that the borough put down 
concrete crossings or other crossing ap 
pliancos on West Broadway.

Ocker und John M Shultz, of Get * 
tyshurg, bad tieen engaged for som e 
time in horse dealing and had in April 
purchased five burses w ith the 
intern I 
tion of selling them at a profit, Ocker 
to have half the gains 
and to stand 
for naif of any Inanes that 
m ight he 
incurred. The horses were then driven 
to H arrisburg und placed in a 
stable. 


It was at this time, 
when the first 
case was instituted 
and subsequently 
dismissed, that the perjury is 
a lle g ri 
to have been committed.

horses disappeared one night and sub- 
sapiently turned up at 
the stables of

Lad Indicted For Murder on 


Father’s Testimony. 


WILL 
SOON 
BE ARRESTED 


Aged Man Declares He Told Son to 


Commit Suicide, and Believes He 


Did. 


New York, July 17.—Samuel Swartz, 
father of Nathan Swartz, the young 
man wanted by the police in conner 
tion with the murder of the child, 
Julia Connors, in the Bronx, last week, 
acknowledged in a statement made to 
Assistant District Attorney Nott that 
his son had confessed to him that he 
had killed the child, aud that he had 
told hts ann to go out aud commit 
suicide. 
The father, in his statement, said 
he believed that the boy did as he was 
told. 
Mr. Nott summoned the parents of 
the murdered girl and Mr. and Mrs. 
Swartz to his office. 
The torn and 
stained garments which the girl had 
worn were spread out on a table, and 
they caught the eyes of the members 
of the two families as they entered. 
Mrs. Connors swooned and her hus­ 
band 
broke 
down, 
weeping. 
Mr. 
Swartz appeared deeply affected, and 
wbeu a moment later Mr. Nott entered 
the room, suddenly < ried out: 
“My son did it. 
The day after the 
murder my boy came to me and ad­ 
mitted that he had killed the little 
Connors girl. 
I looked at him and 
then told him that the only thing to do 
was to go out and commit suicide. I 
believe he did so." 
Ujxhj hearing this statement the 
assistant district attorney immediately 
took all present to the grand jury 
room. 
Irater It was said at the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office that the police 
knew where young Swartz was and 
that they were waiting only for a cer­ 
tified copy of the Indictment before 
placing him under arrest. His where­ 
abouts were not revealed, though it 
was explained that he was outside the 
aute. His funds are said to have been 
exhausted, making it impossible for 
bim to continue his flight. 
Swartz was indicted by the grand 
Jury. Mrs. Alexander, a married daugh­ 
ter 
of 
Mr. Swartz, said that her 
brother Nathan had also confessed his 
guilt to her husband and herself on 
Sunday, and that they had thrown 
him out of their apartment. 
It tam e out in the grand Jury In­ 
vestigation that when Nathan Swartz 
was convicted of assault In 1910 Jus­ 
tice Stcluert had sentenced him with 
these words: “ Young man, lf I were 
in your shoes and (aire your reputation 
I should jump I rom the top of the 
tallest building in New York." 
Aged Mr. Swartz sat in his chair as 
if rooted to it.

became 
ashen pale 
Finally tile tears began 
to flow down his cheeks, and when 
tile heartbroken mother was led from 
the room he called to Assistant Dis­ 
trict Attorney Nott, who was present­ 
ing the case to the grand jury, and 
admitted that his son, who had served 
a prison sentence for an outrageous 
assaut I on ariot lier child, and who was 
still on parole for that crime, had 
admitted to him that he had commit­ 
ted the crime. 
Philip Swartz, a bother of Nathan, 
is -aid to have told the detectives that 
the family thought Nathan Swartz had 
done something wrong the night Julia 
Connors was killed 
They went into

yard, but finding nothing, concluded 
thet were mistaken and retired.

"Did you expect any favors?"

Herman Rosenthal, Who Accused Po­ 


lice of Graft, Is Murdered Before 


Charges Could Be Probed. 
New York. July 17.—Herman Rosen­ 
thal, proprietor of a gambling house 
at West Forty-fifth street, whose sen­ 
sational charges that the police were 
guilty of grafting and oppression were 
to be investigated by the grand jury, 
was shot down and killed In front of 
the Hotel Metropole, on West Forty 
third street, by five men, who escaped 
in a large gray touring car. 
Rosenthal was shot four times in 
the head. 
He was murdered only a 
few hours before he was to appear in 
the home of District Attorney Whit­ 
man and give further statements in an 
effort to substantiate the police graft­ 
ing charges. In his statement he said 
Decker, a police 
lieutenant, was a 
partner in his gambling house. 
Witnin three hours after the murder 
detectives visited a garage on Wash 
Irigton Square, known to the jxdice as 
the headquarters of the taxicab rob 
hers who recently robbed batik roes 
sengers of $25,oui) in the financial dis­ 
trict. 
There they captured a man describ­ 
ing himself as I. mis lippy, whom they 
arrested on the charge of homicide. 
The polic e also recovered an automo­ 
bile which they say was the one that 
figured in th# murder. 
The 
efforts of the police to ru n 1 
down the five men resulted in the ar-f 
rest of three persons. The identity of i 
only one of them, Libby, as a member I 
of the party who did the shooting has 
been established to the satisfaction of 
the police. 
Libby was arraigned be­ 
fore the coroner and charged with the 
murder, but refused to make a state­ 
ment. 
One of the other two prisoners is a 
man whom the police call “John Doe,**, 
because pf his refusal to tell his name 
or give any information, although, ac­ 
cording to th** police, he was in Bie 
hotel at the time. The other prisoner! 
was William S. Shapiro, said to be a 
partner of Libby, and who was arrest­ 
ed at the garage where the automobile 
was found. 
Although evidence as to the motive 
of the shooting as thus far learned 
seems to show that 
Rosenthal had 
reared death at the hands of the (to 
lie**, the theory was brought forward 
that Rosenthal had really been the 
victim of the socalled “gambling fra­ 
ternity,” which took the opportunity 
afforded 
by 
Rosenthal's 
activity 
against the police to seek revenge for 
bis “squealing” on them. 
It ha* been 
learned that knowledge that Rosenthal 
was to “get his” was current among 
frequenters of various Tenderloin re­ 
sorts and a subjec t of common discus­ 
sion some time before the shooting 
took plat e. 
James Dougherty, the deputy police 
commissioner, asserted that witnesses 
OI the murder of Rosenthal identified 
Libby as on** of the five who drove 
up in front of the hotel, called the 
gambler from the dining room to the 
sidewalk, shot him down and then tied 
in the motor car. 
Mrs. Sadie Rosenthal, widow of the 
gambler, in a statement to the dis 
trict attorney, put the assassination of 
her husband squarely up to the police. 
She said she warned ber husband that 
lf he kept the appointment with Dis­ 
trict Attorney Whitman he would come 
to a violent end. 
She said abe had a 
premonition a tragedy would follow 
such a conference, and she named a 
pollee official as one of the men who 
was to be present. 
Mrs. Rosenthal was driven almost 
frantic when a messenger told her 
that her husband had been stain. 
“This is the polke ag&n,” she ex 
plained. 
“ It is just what I expected. 
I stayed up fearing 
that 
Herman 
would not get back safe.” 
Rose a th ai, as the proprietor of a 
gambling house, several days ago a p 
plied for warrants for two leading 
members of the police 
department, 
charging oppression. 
He made an af­ 
fidavit 
dedaring 
that a lieutenant, 
Becker, of the police department, was 
a silent jiartner In his gambling es­ 
tablishment in Forty-fifth street. 
He dec lated that, after a quarrel 
with Becker, the police officials had 
caused the j>ennanent stationing of a 
police 
officer 
before 
the 
gambl’ng 
house, in the rear of which was his 
home. 
His efforts to have the indite 
man ousted were unavailing The filing 
of the affidavits caused the promise of 
a thorough investigation of the police 
dejiartment by District Attorney Whit­ 
man.

drels of the road are said to have 
done the same thing—from the same 
motive.) 
Jack Sheppard’s 
adventures 
have 
formed the plots of dozens of dime 
novels. 
He Is also the hero of at 
least one famous book and play. Boys 
in olden times, reading a garbled tale 
of his exploits, were wild to become 
highwaymen. 
As a matter of 
fact. 
Jack Sheppard was merely a low-born, 
reckless pickpocket and hold-up man, 
with a twisted, depraved nature aud a 
degenerate brain. 
The accompanying 
illustration (reproduced from a genu­ 
ine portrait) shows be was not the 
handsome daredevil that the dime nov­ 
els have made bim. 
His homely face 
is not unlike that of a criminal idiot 
Sheppard was only twenty-two when 
be was hanged. 
He was born in Lon­ 
don in 1702 and was brought up in a 
poorhouse. 
When he was old enough 
to work he was apprenticed to a car­ 
penter. 
Then It was that he learned 
much about Ibcks and bolts and the 
beat way te cut through walls. 
That 
seems to have been a1! be mastered 
of the carpenter trade. 
But it was 
enough for hts purposes. 
He deserted his master and began 
to pick up a living by 
petty 
theft. 
Being mentally deficient, he found this 
en easier way to get on than by work­ 
ing 
He was soon caught end brought 
before a magistrate 
as 
a "runaway 
apprentice" 
He-was released and at 
once entered on a career of wholesale 
robbery. He afterward confessed that 
he stole from every one he could. 
This sort of thing brought him a cer­ 
tain notoriety, but not enough. 
He 
was a very ordinary, cheap kind of 
burglar. 
Bo be 
took 
to 
eccentric 
feats to get himself talked about. The 
dance in the road was but one of sev­ 
eral such antics. 
He used to dispose 
of his plunder through one Jonathan 
Wild, who was not only a receiver of 
stolen goods but a sort of thief-catcher 
as well. 
When WMld had gotten all 
the money possible out of a crook be 
would turn the fellow over to justice. 
Thus ke made an excellent living In 
both wsys. 
Sheppard quarreled with Wild, who 
thereupon set the officers of the law 
upon him. Jack was arrested, brought 
to trial and condemned to be hanged. 
He was locked into one of the strong­ 
est oells in Newgate prison. 
For al­ 
ready be had a reputation as a clever 
jail-breaker. 
He was handcuffed and 
w as chained to the cell floor. 
Yet he 
got away. 
Here la the story (proba­ 
bly exaggerated by the writers of that 
day) of hla escape: 
He freed himself of his chains, bur­ 
rowed Into the thick, ill-made well 
with each Instruments ss 
he 
could 
find at hand, wriggled 
through 
the 
gap be made in the 
masonry 
and 
reached an Inner yard. 
There be 
climbed a chimney and made his way 
Into a corridor. 
He forced or picked 
the locks of six doors and cams out 
at last upon the prison roof. 
Finding 
he could not get to the street from 
such a height, he went back to his cell, 
snatched up his blankets, tore and 
twisted them into a rope, returned to 
the roof and let himself down to safe­ 
ty. 
Two weeks 
later, while 
he 
wee 
drunk, he was recaptured. 
Twice be 
escaped, but was too vain and stupid 
to keep his freedom. Through drunk­ 
enness or vanity 
he 
always 
made 
some blunder that led to his recap­ 
ture. 
He was hanged on 
Not. 
16, 
1724. 
A mob of 200,005 people—from 
duchesses to ragpickers—turned out 
to see him die. 
When one separates the truth from 
the masses of silly legends the won­ 
derful Jack Sheppard appears to have 
been a dull, vicious semi-idiot, whose 
only cleverness was a real genius for 
jall-breaklng.

ANGELL AVOIDED THE TRAP 


Telle of Hie Duel of Wit* With a Spy 
of the Bulten of Turkey 
et Constantinople. 


In the diplomatic servloe, a wan 
must always kesp his wits keen sad 
ready for use. A case in point ie sup­ 
plied by James Burrtll Angell, In his 
Reminiscences,’’ In this anecdote of 
his sojourn in Constantinople, ae min­ 
ister from the United State#: 
The spies of the sultan were every­ 
where. 
A Turk told me that the spy 
business was the moat prosperous a t 
all. 
I was assured that spies were 
sitting at the dinner tables of the prin­ 
cipal hotels, to overhear the conver­ 
sation of the guests. With one against 
whose visits I had been warned, I had 
an amusing interview. 
He was a handsome, dignified Arab, 
who had been in England long enough 
to talk English fairly well. 
He Intro­ 
duced himself to me by saying he had 
been mayor of Jerusalem, and was 
now trying to procure from the gov­ 
ernment a concession for the con­ 
st ruction of a system of waterworks 
for that city. 
He regretted-—so he Informed me— 
to find that the government wee so 
corrupt that he had no hope of secur­ 
ing the concessions except by bribing 
a whole row of officials. 
It refreshed 
him to turn from those 
representa­ 
tives of corrupt end tyrannical gov­ 
ernment and pay his respects to the 
representative of a purs and honest 
democracy. 
Supposing his object to be to draw 
from me some remark derogatory to 
tke Sultan, which he could report to 
my disadvantage, I remarked that a 
monarchy presided over by a Just sov­ 
ereign was s very edifying spectacle, 
and that even in republica it must 
be admitted that corrupt men wens 
sometimes found in office. 
He seemed surprised, and proceed­ 
ed to eulogize republican government. 
X continued my commendations of en­ 
lightened monarchies. 
The conversation ran on in this way 
for half an hour, when he bade me 
adieu—but, as I flattered myaelf, with­ 
out any game for hia bag—Youth’s 
Companion.

Ceile Him Meddteeome and Declares 
Invasion of Sonata's Rights Mora 


Serious Than Allegations Against 
Johnson. 


W ashington, July 17. — The ssnata 
adopted, by a vote of 35 to 23, the 
resolution 
Introduced 
by 
Senator 
bailey declaring that any attem pted 
Interference in senatorial contests by 
the president was a “violation of the 
spirit if not tbs letter of tha constitu­ 
tion and ought to be condemned.” 
The adoption of the resolution was 
In effect a rebuke to President Taft 
for hts attitude In seeking to have 
Senator lx>rimer ousted from the sen 
ate. 
The action came after a bitter 
speech by Mr. Bailey, In which he 
characterized the president’s efforts 
against I prim er as "officious and med­ 
dlesome." 
"Is it fair to try a m as of hts good 
nam e of 
what Is dearer 
than his 
name, ‘on such evidence as I could get 
at ?’ ” demanded Senator Bailey, quot­ 
ing a letter of the president He went 
on to quote Mr. T aft’s statem ent that 
be had been urging senators to read 
the record carefully. 
“Has the senate reached such a 
state of degradation.” he cried, "that 
Che president must summon senators 
to the W hite House to urge them to 
discharge their duty under their oath 
of office?" 
Bailey denounced 
particularly tb s 
clause In the president’s letter sug 
Resting to Colonel Roosevelt that he 
withhold his Outlook article on Lori 
mer lest such senators as Bailey might 
terra It outside interference. 
"I once proved that he slandered 
ms," said Bailey, of Roosevelt, "and 
when I denounc ed bim aa I now Intend 
to denounce the present president. 
tbs country held up tta hands in bor 
rat 
None held them higher than th# 
present 
president, but I have lived 
long enough to see him ransack the 
records of the war departm ent to con­ 
vict Colonel Roosevelt of a guilty false­ 
hood. and he seems to have succeeded. 
"W hen the president penned that 
infamous slander of me In this letter, 
no one knew It better than the prest 
dent of the Toited States himself ’’ 
"Andrew Johnson was impeached.’’ 
Senator Hatley said. “upon allegations, 
which, lf true, were less serious In 
vaaions of the rights of congress than 
this letter proclaims the president of 
the I’nlted States to be guilty of. But 
that Is not all. 
He has doubtless sent 
other and worse ones. 
I have bls 
word for It that he has sent others 
and am justified in saying ‘w orss’ by 
his not making them public. 
"I charge and I defy any senator 
to deny It, that in some of his other 
letters the president did reflect upon 
Republican senators; perhaps not upon 
their integrity, hut at least upon their 
strength of character.” H# referred 
to the preaident’s statem ent that he 
feared the case was going by default 
on the summary report of the commit­ 
tee and said: 
"This is simply a question of wheth­ 
er the senate will defend Its own 
honor and dignity, whether the senate 
Is ready to submit to thee* impute 
lions upon its integrity." 
Senator 
Horah rose to reply and 
said: 
"I learned that Colonel Roosevelt 
was to write that article for the Out 
look. 
I did not think that such would 
be wise nor proper. 
I went to the 
president and discussed the m atter 
arith bim. 
I told him that this was a 
m atter which ought to be left to the 
senators to decide. 
I have no doubt 
that It was upon the strength of that 
the president wrote to Colonel Roose 
velt. 
"I cannot repeat what 
was 
said 
there, but I can assure the senate that 
the president meant no reflection on 
Senator Bailey in speaking about his 
determ ination to keep Lori mer in tha 
senate." 
Senator Bailey said in view of that 
assurance he would withdraw from the 
record all reference to that point.
